Important Plague Precautions, 


A special. anceting dt the Sanitary Board 


was'hold today, for tha purpose of‘ con- 
sidering the question of the gevoral. disin- 
fection and cleansing of pramises,.. Dr.d. 


M. Atkinson, B,C. M. O., President of 


tho Board, presided, and the othor members 
present wete—Dr Clark, M.'O. H., Mr P. 
‘J. Badeley, Hon. W. Ohatham, Mr A; W. 
Browin, Mr Fung Wa Chuen, Mr Lau Cha 
Pak and Mr G., A.. Woodcock (Secretary), 


The Chairman. said: 1t ‘will -ba in the 
memory of the Bosrd that, in September 
Inst, additional -bye-lawa were passed by 
Logislative Council. conferring upon-.the 
Board the same powera to eloanse and 
disinfect houses in non-opidemic:timea as 
they had already in epidemic times. In 
considering what measures ought to be 
taken: to check the yearly recurrence of 
plague, it appeared to the Board that, aeb- 
ing that plague alwnys disappears in tho 
winter months, it would be advisable to 
attempt some general cleansing of the whole 
City. During this tine the bacillus must 
be springing in our midst, und the object of 
this cleansing and disinfection is to attack 
it in its lair and remove evarything, as for 
as possible, which will allow of its growth.

Several newspapers criticise the Govern- 
ment for having weakly appointed him, to 
the command at Aldershot, despite the rule 
that only those officera: who would com- 
mand ip_time of war should be appeinted 
to cominands in time of peace, and then 
seizing his indiscretion tu correct its mis- 
take. : 

The Globe aska who was responsible for 
tho appointment of Sir Redvers Buller to 
the command of the Ist Ariny Corps. * 

The Yorkshire Post, a Unionist journal, 
and the Manchester Guardian, a pro. Boer 
organ, agree that the attackon the appoint- 
ment of Sir Redvers Bu'ler by the press 
was virtually an attack opthe Government, 
and that he was supersed#l becmise he de- 
fended the Government's ‘choice of himself 
in his own outapoken way. . 

Pro-Boer orguns declare that the Govern- 
ment, inorder. to placate its.critics, yielded 
to the clamunr and retired the Genoral. 

Great indignation is expressed in Devon- 
shire, Sir Redvers Buller’s county, at the 
action of the Government. The Mayor of 
Exeterhas called-s public meeting to affirm 
the confidenco of tho citizens in Sir Redvers 
Buller. 

The Irish Nationalists sympathise with 
Sir Redvers Buller, The Daily Independ- 
ent ntates that he is the ablest general who 
waa sent to South Africa, ; 

The United States P-esa, in its comments 
upon.the action of the British Government 
in retiring Sir Redvers Buller, is Jenient 
towards him. ‘It is stated that the question 
of discipline does not appeul to Americans, 
48 free utterances in America involve only a 
reprimand of the offending ofticer. 

The Américan papers attribute the dis- 
missal of S'r Redvers Buller to public opin- 
ion after the delivery of his speech op the 
10th instant.
